against Harv ey Van Dein. Peter Neid- 
ermeier and Emil Roeski, the three 
bandits who were arrested on Friday 
at the close of a man hunt in Indiana 
thirty -one miles from Chicago. 
An in­ 
dictment was also v oted against Gus­ 
tav Marx, 
who murdered Detectiv e 
Quinn and was implicated with the 
other three men in most of their long 
list of crimes, extending ov er a period 
of six months. 
Against Van Dein in 
dictments were v oted charging him 
with 
complicity 
in 
fiv e 
murders, 
against Neidermeier 
Indictments In 
connection with four murders, and 
against 
Marx Indictments for four 
murders. 
Roeski will stand trial for 
one murder. 
Peter Neidermeier. in another con 
fession Sunday , added sev eral more 
crimes to the long list already charg­ 
ed against him and bis companions, 
Van Bein. Marx and Roeski. 
Neider­ 
meier offered to tell Chief of Police 
O’Neil of a score of train holdups, bur­ 
glaries and other crimes that he has 
committed, if the rewards offered will 
only be giv en to his mother. 
"I want to know that my mother will 
he cared for after I am hung,” said 
the twenty -on e-y ear-old boy who is 
now the self confessed murderer of 
fiv e men. 
“ I am guilty of crimes of which 
y ou know nothing, and for which In 
nc'cent men are now suffering. There 
are rewards offered for ray capture 
and conv iction. 
If y ou will guarantee 
me that these rewards will go to my 
mother, I will conv ict my self. 
I will 
confess crimes that will startle y ou. 
In order to make hts word good, 
Neidermeier told of a few cHmes 
which he claimed to hav e committed. 
He outlined them in such a manner, 
Chief O'Neil declared, as only one who 
was concerned in them could do. Nei­ 
dermeier refused, howev er, to div ulge 
the names of his partners in the 
crimes referred to. pending proof that 
his mother would get the rewards. 
The police hav e been so appalled by 
Neidermeier'* confessions that they 
hardly giv e credence to all his asaer 
tions 
It Is thought that his anxiety 
ov er his mother's welfare has prompt­ 
ed him to make himself the author of 
crimes he did not commit. 
From the 
assertions made by Neidermeier and 
Van Bein it Is said by the police that 
more arrests will be made. 
Chief 
O’Neil 
asserted

CITY BRINGS ACTION. 


Injunction Suit Commenced in 


the Circuit Court. 


The complaint of the City of Rushville 
vs The Rushville Natural Gas Company 
was placed on file at the Clerk's office 
y esterday and summons issued fixing 
December 10th as return day . 
The 
complaint is lengthy , setting out all the 
ordinances ever passed by the city con­ 
cerning natural gas. 
The contention 
however, stated briefly is, that inas­ 
much as the defendant in this action 
who was operating without any restric­ 
tion saw fit to take advantage of a sub 
sequent ordinance providing for meters, 
and fixing the rate at fifteen cents per 
thousand feet, that they thereby accept 
ed the ordinance as a whole, and that 
by charging twenty -five cents they vio­ 
late its provisions Forkner and Forkner 
of New Castle, G. W. Young and Mor 
gan & Innis of this city are representing 
the city .

Beginning today the Peoples and Cen­ 
tral Fuel Gas companies will charge a 
meter rent of fifty rents per month, and 
have so notified the consumers. 
This j 
action on the part of the companies is 
id to be necessary to insure good ser- j 
vice. 
The companies say that the day 
of fifteen cent gas is past, aud that they j 
will not undertake to furnish it at that, 
rate any longer, and not being allowed to 
charge a higher rate must collect the 
meter rent, On the other hand the con- j 
sn mere have a “ kick.” First they say j 
that they ought not to be required to 
pay for measuring what 
they buy . 
That to propose any thing of that sort in 
any o^her business would be folly , for 
instance to pay 
‘scale rent” to y our 
grocer, butchek or baker. 
Then too, 
the blanket rate of fifty cents they say , j 
is an injustice for the reason that the 
gas bill of the man who only uses gas td 
cook would be almost doubled, while the 
man who burns six or seven stoves 
would scarcely notice this charge, there­ 
by working a hardship upon the poorer 
classes 
Then too, it is asserted with 
much emphasis that the gas companies, 
and not the people 
wanted meters. 
That it was with considerable effort 
that the Council was induced to pass 
the meter ordinance, aud that the people 
are now asked to pay rent for what they 
did not or do not want. 
The gas com­ 
panies were very anxious to get a fif­ 
teen cent rate at that time, aud every ­ 
one knows that the dividends of gas 
companies have been enormous, ami 
that from statements of persons who 
hold stock, the dividends only last y ear 
were good, which if true, woald seem 
to indicate that the several gas com­ 
panies were not satisfied with an ordi­ 
nary profit, but wauted to continue to 
make the enormous dividends of a few 
y ears ago. 
The gas companies forget 
that a valuable and 
much desired 
franchise was granted them by the 
people for and in consideration of which 
the people were to receive fifteen cent 
gas. 
The matter will probably be takeu 
np by the Council and submitted to the 
Courts, as is being done in the case 
of the Rushville Company ’s effort to 
charge twenty -five cents.
